RIVER FALLS COMPANY 
POWER PLANT IS SULD 


NASHVILLE, Tenn, Jan, 50 
Will T. Cheek, brother of Leslie 
Cheek, majority stockholder of the 
River Falls Power Company, stated 
Wednesday night that the sale of the 
River Falls Company to a syndicate 
had been consummated, He did not 
name the purchasers. 

It was announced here that Leslie 
Check was in the West Indies at this 
time and that the details of the sale 
could be secured from C. A. O’Neal 
or other officers of the company at 
River Falls, Ala. 


POWER CO. NOT INVOLVED 

President Thomas W. Martin, of 
the Alabama Power Company, over 
the long distance telephone, said 
Wednesday night that his company 
haa-not purchased the River Falls 
Power Company and that they were 
not even negotiating for it. Efforts 
to reach LW. L. Moore, of River Malls, 
one of the big holders of the stock, 
failed, as it was said he was in Flor- 
ida, while Andalusia reported that C. 
A, O’Neal was in New York. Mr. 
O’Neal and Mr. Moore created the 
River Falls Power Company. 

The River Falls Power Company 
serves a number of Southeast Ala- 
bama_ cities, including Andalusia, 
Opp, and through the Pea River 
Power Company, which was pur- 
chased from the Henderson interests 
at Troy something like a year ago, 
Troy, Ozark, Midland City and other 
Southeast Alabama cities. 

The principal hydro-electric pro- 
ducing dam of the River Falls Power 
Company is at Gantt. ‘The company, 
so it is understood, has a capacity of 
something more than an average of 
20,000 horsepower.

PER CAPITA ROAD TAXES 
MAY STILL BE PAID 


Under an order and resolution of 
the Court of County Commissioners 
adopted last week, the time for pay- 
ing per capita road taxes at $7.50 
was extended till March 1, 1929. Un- 
der a former resolution February Ist 
was the last day any person liable to 
road duty was allowed to pay $7.50 
in lieu of ten days road work, but on 
account of flu epidemic and financial 
embarrassments many wanted the 
time extended, and therefore the 
time was extended to March 1, 1929. 
After March ist the per capita tax 
will be $10 or work tén days. 

It must be remembered that the 
extension of the time does not relieve 
any one from immediate work on the 
roads. The Beat Supervisors are 
now warning those who have not 
paid, and any person so warned to 
work will be required to work unless 
he pays $7.50 to the County Treas- 
urer. His receipt exempts from 
work, and even after a person is 
warned and before the day he is 
warned to work he may pay his tax- 
cs. If he does not pay before the 
Jay he is required to work the roads, 
he will have to work as warned or 
be subject to prosecution for failure 
to work. The tax allowed to be paid 
is in lieu of work. 

If any person has already worked 
part of the ten days, he can pay for 
the remainder at $7.50.
